The amendments to claims 39 and 41 have been entered as they merely correct typographical/clerical errors and do not change 
the scope of the claims. Applicant argues the wings are wrapped toward the base, and not away from the base. Examiner points 
out the claims require each structure must "comprise" a base. In reality, each structure of Dehdashtian as has been interpreted 
previously has two bases. Therefore, for example, wing 20a" extends away from the base that connects it to the central portion, 
and wing 20b" extends in the opposite direction of wing 20a", but away from the base that connects it to the central portion. The 
"base" of each structure is interpreted as the combination of the bases of each wing. Therefore, each wing does in fact get 
wrapped away from at least a portion of the "base" as has been previously described. The arguments are deemd not persuasive 
and the rejection is maintained.
